Large  Percentage  of  Seniors 
Turn  Out;  New  System 
Increases  Voting 

Sixty-five  percent  of  the  student 
body  turned  out  Thursday  to  elect 
A.S.B.Y.U,  officers  for  next  year: 
Wayne  Rogers,  president;  Maurine 
Murdock,  vice  president;  Alice 
Todd,  secretary;  and  Ford  Ros*,^ 
social  chairman. 

It  was  the  largest  representative 
student  vote  ever  recorded  at  ths 
university.  Figures  showed  the  per- 
centage of  classes  voting  to  be  as 
follows;  seniors,  73  per  cent;  jun 
iors,  68  per  cent;  sophomores,  65 
per  cent;  freshmen.  59  per  cent: 
and  the  graduate  division,  39  per 
cent.

Y Constitution 

Traditional  Practices,  Award 

Requirements,  New  Offices 
Made  Specific 

In  a fourth  and  final  open  forum 
Monday,  students  of  Young  uni- 
versity outlined  a number  of  defi- 
nite changes  in  the  A.S.B.Y.U.

pointive. as  recently  decided  b> 
student  vole.  The  duties  of  these 
officers  are  also  designated. 

.An  official  oath  of  office,  which 
all  elective  officers  are  required  to 
take,  is  incorporated  along  witJh 
the  scholastic  standing  necessary  for 
, candidacy.  At  election  the  can- 
i Hidate  for  president,  vice  president. 

‘ secretary  historian,  and  social 
I chairman  must  have  110  hours  of 
I college  credit,  must  be  registered 
for  at  least  two  consecutive  quarters 
I preceding  his  election,  and  must

Any  elective  officer  who  becomes 
ineligible  automatically  ceases  to 
hold  office.

Graduates  Honored 

Dr.  A.  Rex  Johnson,  secretary 
of  the  alumni  association,  gave 
short  sketches  of  the  ten  outstand- 
ing alumni  to  be  honored  for  out- 
standing achievement  June  8.  Pic- 
tures of  these  old  “Y”  graduates 
were  flashed  on  a screen  in  the 
order  of  their  graduating  years.

The  Honorable  Reed  Smoot, 
class  of  1778,  former  United  States 
senator,  and  one  of  the  original  29 
students  in  residence  when  the  uni- 
versity was  founded  in  1875. 

Justice  George  Sutherland  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  class  of  1881,  for- 
mer U.  S.  senator  and  colorful 
lawyer. 

Senator  William  H.  King,  class 
of  1881,  famed  lawyer  and  ardent 
defender  of  state's  rights. 

Amy  Brown  Lyman,  class  of 
1890,  nationally  known  social  work- 
er, at  present  in  charge  of  Relief 
societies  in  Europe. 

Alice  L.  Reynolds 

Alice  L.  Reynolds,  class  of  1890, 
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educator,  editor,  professor  of  Eng- 
lish Literature,  and  first  woman  in 
Utah  to  be  accorded  a professor- 
ship. 

Dr.  Harvey  Fletcher,  class  of 
1907,  former  B.Y.U.  faculty  mem- 
ber, widely  known  physicist,  and 
internationally  known  specialist  on 
theories  of  hearing  and  audition. 

Pres.  F.  S.  Harris,  class  of  1907, 
agronomist,  author,  and  University 
president,  and  several  times  select- 
ed by  scientists  and  governmental 
officials  to  represent  the  United 
States  abroad  on  technical  mis- 
sions. 

Dr.  Arthur  L.  Beeley,  class  of 
1913,  former  student  body  officer 
and  demater,  recently  appointed 
dean  of  the  new  school  oi  social 
service  at  the  University  of  Utah. 

Vem  O.  Knudsen 

Dr.  Vern  O.  Knudsen,  class  of 
1915,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  school 
at  University  of  California,  Los 
Angeles,  and  outstanding  contribu- 
tor in  the  field  of  accoustics. 

Philo  T.  Farnsworth,  class  of 
1925,  head  of  the  Farnsworth  Tele- 
vision labrotories  in  Philadelphia, 
internationally  known  for  his  pio- 
neering in  the  field  of  television, 
and  recently  awarded  the  U.  S. 
Junior  Chamlb'er  of  Commerce 
award  to  the  young  man  under 
thirty-five  making  the  most  out- 
standing contribution  to  America 
during  1936. 

Dr.  Johnson  concluded  this  pre-. 
sentation  by  reading  “The  Old  ‘Y’

Constitution  Again 


One  of  these  days,  students  will  go  to 
the  polls  again — this  time  to  vote  on  the 
new  A.S.B.Y.U.  constitution.  Constitutions 
at  Brigham  Young  change  with  the  passing 
of  the  years.  It  was  only  a year  ago  that 
the  student  body  voted  in  the  present  docu- 
ment. 

For  two  years  previous  to  last  year  the 
associated  students  of  the  university  were 
without  a governing  device  as  far  as  thw 
written  word  was  concerned.  And  yet, 
everything  seemed  to  move  smoothly 
enough.  Reports  carried  in  The  “Y”  News 
at  the  beginning  of  the  ’36-’37  school  year 
indicate  that  one  of  the  student  body  presi- 
dents of  three  or  four  years  back  carried 
part  of  the  cherished  document  of  by- 
gone days  to  New  York.  The  other  part 
went  with  another  council  member  to  Cali- 
fornia. 

It  was  principally  through  the  efforts 
of  The  “Y”  News  last  year  that  the  con- 
stitution was  brought  into  play  again.  One 
was  formed  by  a select  committee  of  stu- 
dents who,  it  seems,  neglected  many  es- 
sential points  of  university  life.  The  ’37- 
’38  council,  seeing  the  defects  as  the  year’s 
activities  progressed,  planned  a revision 
through  student  forums.  Special  committees 
were  appointed  to  study  separate  provisions. 
They  reported  their  recommendations  at  the 
forums.  Thus,  the  new  constitution  was 
formed  by  a democratic  group  rather  than 
a small  campus  faction.

University,  and  to  encourage  their  observ- 
ance by  others;  to  be  honest  in  the  man 
agement  of  financial  matters  of  the  A»> 
sociated  Students;  to  encourage  a spirit 
of  democracy  and  friendliness  among  the 
students;  and  to  maintain  a creditable 
scholastic  average  in  my  school  work.” 


Section  V Duties  of  President 

The  President  shall  be  the  chief  Execu- 
tive Officer  and  Official  Representative  of 
the  Student  Body.  He  shall  preside  over 
all  Student  Body  meetings  and  shall  be 
chairman  of  the  Student  Body  Council. 
He  shall  be  Ex-officio  Member  of  all  Stu- 
dent Body  Committees.  He  may  veto  any 
bill  passed  by  the  Student  Body  Council.  He 
shall  form  and  appoint  in  counsel  with  the 
Student  Council  such  committees  as  ma> 
be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  student 
affairs. 

Section  VI  Duties  of  Vice-President 

The  First-Vice-President  shall  assist  the 
President  in  his  Executive  Duties,  officiate 
in  his  absence,  and  organize  and  direct  Stu- 
dent Body  Assemblies. 

Section  VII  Duties  of  Secretary-Historian 

The  Secretary-Historian  shall  keep  ac- 
curate minutes  of  all  meetings  held  by  the 
Student  Body  and  Student  Body  Council, 
and  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  reports 
submitted  by  the  various  committees  of  the 
Student  Body.  Shall  compile  a history  of 
the  school  year  — one  copy  of  the  history 
shall  be  filed  with  the  school  librarian,  and 
one  filed  in  the  student  body  files. 

Section  VIII  Duties  of  Social  Chairman 
....The  duties  of  the  Social  Chairman  shall 
be  to  schedule  all  Student  Bady  Dances; 
to  be  responsible  for  advertising  of  the 
same;  to  be  directly  responsible  for  all 
rallies;  and  he  shall  be  chairman  of  Rally 
Committee. 

Section  IX  Duties  of  Second  Vice- 
President 

The  Second  Vice-President  shall  be  di- 
rector of  the  Public  Service  Bureau.  He 
shall  appoint  such  assistants  as  he  deems : 
necessary;  he  shall  direct  all  Student  Bod> 
Elections. 

Section  X Duties  of  Cheer  Leaders 

The  Cheer  Leaders  shall  lead  in  Univer- 
sity Songs  and  Yells.  His  chief  duty  shall 
be  to  create  enthusiasm  in  the  Studeni 
Body  for  its  activities.  He  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  school  songs  and  cheers  being 
generally  well  known  and  executed. 

Section  XI 

Cheer  Leaders  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Student  Council  after  tryouts  before  that 
Executive  Body.

Excellent  tennis 
weather  and  the  matching  of  well 
seasoned  players  marked  the  event 
as  probably  the  most  exciting  ever 
held  on  the  Hill  courts. 

Provo  High  Favored 
To  Tal^.  S.  Title 

There  will  be  at  least  five  strong 
contenders  for  the  state  high  school 
track  arid  field  championship  to 
morrow  when  the  qualifiers  from 
all  the  different  schools  meet  in 
the  B.Y.U.  stadium  to  decide  this 
year’s  winner. 

Provo  high,  defending  champions, 
with  a group  of  eleven  qualifiers 
and  ari  imposing  record  of  nearly 
doubling  all  other  schools  in  tht 
region  in  regional  meets,  is  accord- 
ed a slight-  edge  in  the  meet,  ana 
should  have  a good  chance  of  rt 
taining  their  title. 

Other  strong  teams,  either  regio- 
nal .champions  or  runners  up,  will 
represent  Ogden,  Murray,  Davis, 
and  Carbon.

Ray  Stewart  of  Ogden  will  be 
working  hard  for  new  marks  in  the 
high  and  broad  jumps,  and  indica- 
tions point  to  his  probable  suceps. 


Noit  until  the  final  match  was 
completed  did  either  school  feel 
confident  that  victory  would  be 
theirs.  However,  the  veteran 
doubles  team  of  George  Stoddarn 
and  Kirk  Stephens  finally  rallied, 
after  each  school  had  one  set  in 
the  last  ma4ch,  to  put  the  match 
and  the  tournament  on  the  shelf  foi 
the  “Y”. 

The  opening  event  was  the  high- 
light of  the  day  from  the  stand- 
point of  thrills.  Malcolm  Booth, 
Young’s  sensational  sophomore 
star  was  matched  against  the  pridt 
of  the  university  courts,  Dick  Ben- 
nion, in  a match  which  proved  to 
be  much  more  interesting  than  was 
expected.  Bennion  took  the  first 
set  without  difficulty,  6-2j  but  was. 
somewhat  surprised  when  the  Cou- 
gar star  tightened  down  in  th< 
second  to  win,  3-6. 

Both  'Win  Singles 

However,  Bennion  came  back  in 
the  third  set  and  took  advantage 
of  a slump  by  Booth.  He  won  six 
straight  games  to  cinch  the  victory. 

Besides  their  brilliant  perform- 
ance in  winning  the  deciding  issue, 
Stoddard  and  Stephens  were  further 
instrumental  in  winning  the  match, 
by  turning  in  singles  victories.  The 
fourth  Cougar  triumph  came  when 
Captain  Gordon  Snow  and  Charles 
Fletcher  out-stroked  Jack  Benson 
and  Purdie  Daines  of  Utah  in  the 
No.  3 doubles  encounter.

Leavitt  Throws  Javelin  Out 
Past  State  Record; 
Brooks  Wins  Dash

Brigham  Young  university’s 
track  team  defeated  the  Utah  uni- 
versity Redskins,  72  to  68,  Staur- 
day  in  the  “U”  bowl. 

With  15  of  the  16  events  com- 
pleted, Utah  was  leading  the  scrap 
by  one  point,  68  to  67,  and  it  was 
generally  agreed  that  the  “U”  re- 
lay team  had  practically  a cinch 
in  the  final  event. 

But  once  again  the  depesters 
were  wrong — B.Y.U’s.  team,  con- 
sisting of  Barber,  Taylor,  Peters,  ■ 
and  Brooks,  took  advantage  of  the 
slight  lead  they  were  able  to  es- 
tablish by  flawless  exchanges  of 
the  baton  to  cinch  the  meet  and 
the  state  crown.  Especially  ouv 
standing  was  the  sensational  fin- 
ish of  Lee  Brooks,  anchor  man  for 
the  Cougar  foursome. 

Leavitt  Breaks*  Record 
The  Cougars  were  sparked  by  the 
sensational  performance  of  Hafen 
Leavitt  as  he  took  the  measure  ov- 
er Jack  Thornley,  desponsed  con- 
ference champion  and  recordhold- 
er  in  the  javelin.  Leavitt  threw  th* 
wand  207  feet  7 inches  to  estab- 
lish the  only  record  of  the  day. 
Thornley’s  best  performance  was 
not  to  be  under-estimated.  He 
threw  the  spear  206  feet  6 inches,  a 
distance  which  would  have  ordi- 
narily won  in  any  meet. 

There  were  surprising  upsets 
throughout  the  meet.  Cornell  Pet- 
ers staged  one  of  the  biggest  sur- 
prises of  the  day  when  he  lea 
Utah’s  touted  entrants,  Spendlove 
and  Nichols,  to  the  tape  in  the 
quarter  mile. 

Maxfield’s  Hurdles 
The  120-yard  high  hurdle  race 
was  another  classic  with  Paul  Mc- 
Beth  leading  Captain  Harold  Max- 
field  over  the  last  hurdle  only  to 
drop  the  race  in  the  last  10-yard 
dash  to  the  string.  Maxfield’s  vic- 
tory was  only  a matter  of  inches. 

The  century  was  another  race 
which  carried  thrills  of  keen  com- 
petition. Lee  Brooks,  Cougar  spring 
star,  and  Bellows,  the  Utah  ace, 
ran  so  close  that  it  was  many  min- 
utes before  the  judges  could  agree 
just  which  had  won.  However,  the 
five  points  for  first  were  awardea 
to  the  Utah  runner.  Brooks  got 
revenge  by  easily  winning  the  220- 
yard  dash. 

B.Y.U.  took  first  in  all  the  dis- 
tance events.  Lawrence  Golding 
ran  a fine  race  in  the  mile  to  col- 
lect the  five  points  for  first,  as 
did  Mennell  Taylor  in  the  half,  and 
Max  Andrews  in  the  two  mile 
event.
